They were left to fight the first Commu- 
nists, known as Bolsheviks, in Northern Russia 
in minus 60-degree weather and waste deep 
snows after WWI had ended. There has never 
been a regiment more tested. They became one 
of the most highly decorated regiments in all of 
Wwi. 

This film is a great tribute to the heroism 
they displayed for eight long months after all 
other soldiers from around the world had re- 
turned from WWI.

Boyne City Takes Steps For Federal Grants

BOYNE CITY — The city may be 
in a position to receive federal grants 
under a program known as the Pre- 
serve America Initiative. The grants are 
for historic preservation and require 
that the city match any grant funds by 
50 percent. 

At an August 25 meeting at city 
hall, city commissioners voted to ap- 
prove a resolution that begins the ap- 
plication process. If approved by the 
federal government, Boyne City would 
receive the designation of a “Preserve 


America Community,’ along with the 
right to apply for federal grants. 

Commissioner Chuck Vondra 
asked the city manager Michael Cain 
about the match. 

“So, we have an upfront obligation 
that if we apply for a grant that we have 
(to match it)? Vondra asked. 

Cain affirmed the match require- 
ment and told commissioners that any 
grant application would go in front of 
them with all of the financial particu- 
lars for approval. 

Mayor Eleanor Stackus said she 
was in favor of applying. 


“T have no problems with it,” she 
said. “I think anytime there's a grant 
out there and that we certainly should 
be able to apply for it like anybody else 
in the state of Michigan. Our opportu- 
nities have been great, we've received 
quite a few and that’s because we've 
gone after them. I’m 100 percent for it.’ 

Commissioner Ron Grunch noted 
that most of the grants under the Pre- 
serve America Initiative are for market- 
ing and promotion. 


Dedicated Volunteers Fight Invasive Plant 


By B. J. Contey-HETLER 


An invasive species of the Phrag- 
mites plant may never be eradicated 
from around Lake Charlevoix, but it 
will be controlled if the Lake. 
Charlevoix Association and other 
volunteers have anything to say about 
ee : ‘ 

More than 40 volunteers sur- 
veyed the shoreline growth around 
both Lake Charlevoix and Round 
Lake throughout a six-week time pe- 
riod this summer. They identified 
stands of Phragmites and marked 
them with flags to designate the need 
for treatment with an herbicide at the 
end of the growing season. 

The type of Phragmites plant. 


found around area lakes creates tall, 
dense stands that crowd out native 
plants, block shoreline views and re- 
duces areas people use for swimming, 
fishing and hunting. The plants range 
in height from six to 15 feet, have 
horizontal roots that produce new 
shoots that continue until the roots 
exceed 60 feet in length. Eighty per- 
cent of the plant is contained below 
the ground in a dense mass of roots 


‘that can penetrate the soil to a depth 


greater than six feet, according to the 
Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality. 

The Charlevoix Conservation 
District is working with volunteers to 


- educate them about the plant and to 


provide training for handling it. The 
plant must be treated in very specific 
ways so that removal doesn’t cause 
the plant to produce more shoots or 
spread the seeds. The public is asked 
to refrain from any attempt to treat 
or remove Phragmites. The Lake 
Charlevoix Association will use a 
treatment plan approved by the 
Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality. 

Lake Charlevoix Association is 
obtaining permission from all 
landowners who have Phragmites 


prior to herbicide application. The as- 


sociation has been named one of sev- 
eral recipients of a grant that funds 
Phragmites treatment.

makes the Back to School season 
take on the spirit of an unofficial 
holiday. 

In fact, statistics show that Back to 
School is second only to the Christmas 
season in terms of consumer spending, 
with hard-earned dollars being targeted 
for school supplies, clothing, electronic 

According to the 2009 National a 
Retail Federation’s (NRF) Back to School _ 

Consumer Intentions and Actions Survey (conducted by 
BIGresearch), the average family with students in grades K 
through 12 will spend $548.72 this year on merchandise 
associated with going back to school. While that is a de- 
cline of nearly $50 from 2008 spending, the total is still ex- 
pected to top $17 billion...that’s quite a stimulus package! 

So what will we (yes, I have two in school) be spending 
all this loot on? 

According to the survey, clothing leads the way with 
and average of around $205 per student. Electronics, a 
rapidly rising spending segment, coming in at about $168 
per student (I’m rounding off the pennies here). Shoes are 
next at $94 per, and actual school supplies at just under $83 
(now isr’t it ironic that supplies come in at the bottom of 
the back to school spending ladder). 

Next up, where are we shopping? 

Survey says...discount stores are the most popular 
destination for 74.5 percent of respondents, followed by 
department stores, clothing stores, office supply stores, 
drug stores, electronic stores and thrift stores. Most will be 
shopping in more than one store category, and about 20 
percent will shop online. 

A few tips; buy school supplies in bulk, whether shar- 
ing between family members or among friends, significant 
per unit savings can be achieved purchasing larger quanti- 
ties of common items such as pencils, notebooks, markers, 
etc. Check with your school for a list of supplies required 
for the academic year ahead. There is no sense buying 
items the student won't need. 

For older students, the electronic category, calculators 
and computers (and software) are hot items. Primary con- _ 


- siderations here are capability, price and ‘service. Experts 


recommend purchasing units that exceed the students cur- 
rent needs (so you won't have to buy a new model in a year 
or two), but let budget be your guide. Most computers 
come bundled with word processing and internet access 


_ software these days, but keep your eye on the bargain bin 


for a typing instruction program; these are usually inex- 
pensive and will help get the novice key-stroker off to a 
proper start. 

Purchasing clothing for the school year is always a 
challenge. Fads and trends can make short use of other- 
wise good material, so allocate a solid portion of the cloth- 
ing budget to time tested items such as, jeans, sweaters, 
shirts and blouses. That shoe spending figure from the 
survey scares me, but again, if spending up to $100 for a 
pair of shoes, try to stay away from trendy styles that sacri- 
fice durability for appearance. 

Backpacks are a high demand item for many students. 
Those who use them tend to abuse them so look for 
durable material, well stitched seams, solid clasping mech- 
anisms, and darker colors (these won't show the inevitable 
dirt and stains as readily). Especially for older students, it’s 
better to spend a little more on a high quality backpack to 
avoid buying another one halfway through the school year. 
Try to look for a pack with a warranty, you just might end 
up using it (keep those receipts). 

As a back to school shopper, now is the time to clip - 
those coupons, watch for those sale ads, and make every 
dollar you spend go as far as possible. Have a very merry, 
back to school season!

JEALOUSLY OFTEN THE CAUSE 
OF SIBLING RIVALRY 


QUESTION: Why do my kids have to fight all the 
time? I have three of them and they drive me crazy. Why 
can't they be nice to each other? 


DR. DOBSON: Good question! All I can tell you is. 


_ that sibling rivalry has been going on for a long time. It 


was responsible for the first murder on record (when Cain 
killed Abel) and has been represented in virtually every 
two-child family from that time to this. The underlying 
source of this conflict is old-fashioned jealousy and com- 
petition between children. Marguerite and Willard 
Beecher, writing in their book “Parents on the Run,” ex- 
pressed the inevitability of this struggle as follows: 

“It was once believed that if parents would explain to 
a child that he was having a little brother or sister, he 
would not resent it. He was told that his parents had en- 
joyed him so much that they wanted to increase their hap- 
piness. This was supposed to avoid jealous competition 
and rivalry. It did not work. Why should it? Needless to 
say, if a man tells his wife he has loved her so much that 
he now plans to bring another wife into the home to ‘in- 
crease his happiness; she would not be immune to jeal- 
ousy. On the contrary, the fight would just begin — in 
exactly the same fashion as it does with children” 


QUESTION: I have observed that elementary and 
junior high school students — even high schoolers — 
tend to admire the more strict teachers. Common sense 
would tell us that they would like those who were easier 
on them. Why do you think they are drawn to the disci- 
plinarians? 


DR. DOBSON: You are right; teachers who main- 


tain order and demand the most from their students are 
often the most respected members of the faculty, provided 
they aren't mean and grouchy. One who can control a 
class without being unpleasant is almost always esteemed 
by her students. That is true, first of all, because there is 
safety in order. When a class is out of control, particularly 
at the elementary school level, the children are afraid of 
each other. If the teacher can’t make the class behave; how 
can she prevent a bully from doing his thing? How can she 
keep the students from laughing at one of the less-able 
members? Children can be vicious to each other, and they 
feel good about having a teacher who is strong but kind. 

Second, children love justice. When someone has vio- 
lated a rule, they want immediate retribution. They ad- 
mire the teacher who can enforce an equitable legal 
system, and they find great comfort in reasonable social 
expectations. By contrast, the teacher who does not con- 
trol her class inevitably allows crime to pay, violating 
something basic in the value system of children. 

Third, children admire strict teachers because chaos 
is nerve-wracking. Screaming and hitting and wiggling 
are fun for about ten minutes; then the confusion begins 
to get tiresome and irritating. 

I have smiled in amusement many times as second- 
and third-grade children astutely evaluated the relative 
disciplinary skills of their teachers. They know how a class 


- should be conducted. I only wish all of their teachers were 


equally aware of this important attribute.

Salmon, pike fishing picking up 


Pier anglers are taking salmon in 
early morning and late evening 


As we head into 
September, we begin to 
move into the fall fishing 
patterns. Cooler tempera- 
tures could give the salmon a 
push. The catfish bite has 
been very good and this is a 
good time of year to catch 
those big bluegills. 

Charlevoix - Salmon 
have started staging in the 
warm waters here as well. 
Pier anglers were taking fish 
in the early morning or late 
evening. Boat anglers are 
trolling spoons, plugs or flies 
as there are still a lot of fish 
out deep. 

Lake Charlevoix - 
Good pike fishing was re- 
ported at the north end of 
lake when using live min- 
nows. 

Lake Bellaire - Surface 
temperatures were in the mid 
60’s throughout the entire 
lake. Walleye are still being 
targeted near the Fisher- 
man’s Paradise access site as 

well as the Narrows and the 
northwest arm. Anglers are 
trolling spoons, stick baits 
and crawler harnesses or 
floating jigs with crawlers or 
leeches in 10 to 40 feet of 


water. For bass, try artificial 
worms, spinners or stick 
baits near the mouth of the 
rivers or the northwest and 
south arms. Small perch 
were caught near the Inter- 
mediate River when still- 
fishing with crawlers. 

Traverse City - Fishing 
was still hit-or-miss in the 
East Bay as fish were caught 
anywhere from 20 feet down 
to 150 feet down. Best baits 
were meat rigs, flasher/fly 
combinations and plugs. 
Salmon were scattered in the 
West Bay where water tem- 
peratures were about 67 de- 
grees from the surface to 150 
feet down, depending on 
where you are in the bay. 
The better fishing was near 
the “Hole” and the red buoy. 
Try green and white | 
flasher/fly combinations, J- 
Plugs or glow spoons. 

Otsego Lake - Has been 
producing a lot of walleye 
along with some nice perch. 
Most of the walleye were 
sub-legal. 

Petoskey - Salmon have 
started staging near the 
rivers; however, there are 
still a lot of fish out in deep

waters. The fish seem scat- | 


tered anywhere from 120 
to 250 feet of water. Some 
were fishing about halfway 
down while others were 
fishing just off the bottom. 
A few fish were caught in 
the Bear River but no big 
numbers yet. 

Harrisville - Is pro- 
ducing salmon, steelhead 
and lake trout. The salmon 
have moved in a southern 
direction and were caught 
straight out of the harbor 
to Sturgeon Point. The fish 
were still 60 to 80 feet 
down in 120 to 170 feet of 
water. Good colors were 
orange, blue or gold. 
Planer boards with lead, 
stackers and sliders are 
working well for steel- 
head. Walleye were 25 to 
50 feet down in 80 to 90 
feet of water. 

Oscoda - Had reports 
of salmon and lake trout 
south of the river. Try 50 
to 85 feet down with blue, 
orange, chrome and gold 
or glow spoons or plugs. 

Au Sable River - Has 
excellent fishing for brook 
trout and brown trout on 


the North Branch and the 
mainstream for those fly 
fishing with size 18 
Bluewinged Olives. Catch 
rates for rainbow trout and 
brown trout were good 
below Mio as the White 
Fly hatch is in full swing. 
A few walleye have also 
been caught. 

Higgins Lake - Lake 
trout are still hitting on 
cowbells and body baits. 
Those jigging Swedish 
Pimples or Castmasters 
have caught whitefish. 
Rainbow trout were found 
suspended about 60 feet 
down in waters 90 feet 
deep.
